playing at gainei uf cli iih'c, attend- 
ing theater-', Imr'^e rue-^. dancing 
parties, or patroni/.ing dancing schools 
or lakin;; such other amusements as are 
obTiously of niislealing or questionable 
moral tendency.' Two general conferences 
have been held since, neither of which 
have mcHlIfied the language.
